It 
is mainly a mining, agricul-, 
tural, dairy farming, aod timber 
country, with wide navigable 
rivers, unfortunately, with one 
exception, discharging into the 
Arctic, great mountains, exten. 
sive lakes, and buge unexplored 
or unexploited areas. Immi- 
grants from Russia proper have 
mainly settled in Western Siberia, 
where the soil is particularly fer- 
tile, so that the bulk of the pop :i- 
ation is to be found in the w~ 
which prior to the Revolution pra 
duced large quantities of cere!s 
and dairy produce. 

“Few, indeed, - realise that.
